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The Ford is a picturesque piece of scenery where the 
road passes through the Inchford Brook, this road 
formerly being the entrance to the old Castle, Kenil¬ 
worth’s great attraction to tourists. This ancient 
stronghold was built early in the twelfth century by 
Geoffrey de Clinton, and further enlarged and strength¬ 
ened by llenry II and Henry III, passing into the 
possession of Simon de Montfort in 1254. 
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
